Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Jetterson: 

The schools have been in session thirty-six weeks 
and good results have been accomplished. It has 
been well said, ‘‘It matters not so much where you 
are as in what direction you are moving.’’ ‘The 
schools of Jefferson are on the up grade. 

One of the most encouraging signs of the year 
and most hopeful for the future welfare ot the schools 
is the organization of a Parent-Teacher Association. 
This is an organization for the purpose of bringing 
teachers and parents into closer relation and afford- 
ing an opportunity, through the meetings held, for 
discussion of school problems when the pupils are not 
resent. lhe officers elected are L. ‘T’.. McIntire, 
president; Mrs. Neil Savage, vice president: Mrs. 
Velma Miller, secretary and treasurer. The execu- 
tive committee consists of the president, vice presid- 
ent, secretary, chairman of school board and _ super- 
intendent of schools | 

Such cooperation as the above suggests is needed 
for the bringing about of more punctual attendance 
and better progress of pupils. It is to be remember- 
ed that we draw state money on average attendance 
and every day a pupil is out we lose by so much, our 
chances of drawing state aid. It is hoped parents 
will see the value of keeping the pupils in school un- 
til they complete the high school course. 

‘Pres. Murlin of Boston University shows that 
the average high school graduate earns $1290 a year, 
the average college man $2500, and the average day

laborer about $2.00a day. Allowing all three to work 
for 40 years, and computing the financial returns from | 
an education, it appears that the high school gradu- 
ate got back ¢12 a day for the time spent in school 
and the college graduate $22 a day.”’ 


The work of the high schoal is to be commend- 
ed. The lack is of pupils to profit by the courses. 
Of last June’s graduating class one has gone to N. 
H. State College at Durham and is doing very credit- 
able work. In this year’sclass there are four who 
are looking forward to college next year. Jefferson 
ought to be proud that its high school is preparing 
so many for higher institutions of learning. The 
work of the school has been commended by the De- 
partment of Public Instruction at Concord. It is es- 
pecially’ commendable that both the high school 
teachers hold state certificates. 


The school and grange fair held in the fall was 
a decided success. This has become a regular annu- 
al event, much to the credit of school and grange. 
Prizes were awarded in the Potato Raising Contest 
as follows: First prize of $4 was given to William 
Wheeler; second prize of $3 to Chilion Kennett; 
third prize of $2 to Raymond Summers; and the 
fourth prize of $1 to Gordon Savage. The grange 
very generously appropriated money for these prizes. 
It is certain that the agricultural work of the schools 
is connecting with the community lite. 


There are prospects of a good class to graduate 
from the grammar school next June and enter the 
High School in September. Most of the eighth grade 
pupils have availed themselves of the privilege of 
going either to the Hill or Meadows Grammar 
Schools, and so will be admitted on certificate, if 
they secure satisfactory grades. 
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By having au assistant the superintendent has 
been able to do more work in testing the pupils and 
making definite recommendations. to the teachers. 
Special tests have been conducted in numbers, read- 
ing, spelling, writing and language. By similar 
tests at the close of the year we shall be able to defi- 
niely note the progress of the various classes. 

Careful records are kept of all books and supplies, 
weekly reports are sent to each school relative to the 
attendance and tardiness, programs are sent out for 
teachers’ meetings, outlines of work furnished, ex im- 
ination questions set. at certain times and pupils’ 
records kept. 

At Riverton a simple but very effective device 
has been arranged for distributing the heat and ven- 
tilating the room. A sheet iron jacket has been piaced 
around the stove connected with the open air by a 
ten-inch pipe. A register placed in the chimney on 
the oppos.te side of the room completes the ventila- 
tion. State Superintendent Morrison commended the 
work when he inspected the building recently. The 
superintendent would recommend that such a system 
be placed in each room heated by a stove. The ex- 
pense is about $15 per room. 

During the year the Meadows schoolrooms have 
been thoroughly dressed with paint, and thus made 
much more sanitary. The Highland schoolhouse has 
been shingled and a new stove put in. For next year 
the superintendent would reconimend in addition to 


the ventilating systems, new toilets at Highlands,and 
painting inside and outside; at Starrking, painting or 
dressing inside and outside, and more slate black- 
boards; at Hill, painting or dressing inside and out- 
side, repair of steps and underpining, a new heating 
system, with some source of moisture, and more slate 
blackboards; at Riverton, a complete set of new slate 
blackboards. :

Monthly teachers’ meetings have been held and 
very helpful programs have been carried out. Mrs. 
Muzzy, Miss Draper and Miss Goodell. have already 
given very good demonstration teaching lessons at 
these meetings, and others will do so later. 


It, will be noted that nearly all the teachers are 
new this year. Teachers can generally do better work 
in a school after a year’s experience. Jefferson should 
hold out every inducement to the successtul teachers 
to remain and build up the schools. 


The superintendent wishes again to emphasize 
the importance of having much suitable reading ma- 
terial in each school library. We keep longing for 
this, but lack of funds prevents doing a!i we would 
like todo. Here is a splendid opportunity for any 
one to help who wishes to de something of special 
benefit for the schools. 


Memorial Day was publicly observed by the 
schools that net at the Hill. There were patriotic 
exercises, an address by a member of the G. A. 
R., telling how he escaped from Libby Prison, and a 
precession to the cemetery. It would be very helpful 
if more gatherings could be held in which citizens 
from all parts of the town could meet for a common 
purpose with a common interest. 


Attention is called to the annual hand book, the 
third edition of which has been recently sent out. If 
anyone has not yet received a copy, notify the super- 
intendent. The facts therein stated relate to the 
school organization and courses of study. 


In connection with courses of study the superin- 
tendent would urge the desirability of putting a do- 
mestic science course in the high school that the 
young ladies may have a practical art course as well 
as the boys.

Of the secondary schools of the state, fifty-nine, 
or about three fourths have one or more of the prac- 
tical arts courses, commerce, mechanic arts, house- 
hold arts and agriculture. Forty-two have courses in 
household arts; thirty-nine have courses in commerce; 
twenty-four have courses in agriculture; and eight 
havecourses in mechanic arts. Itwill be seen, then, 
that a domestic science course is highly approved in 
other places. Ninety-one districts have either manual 
training or cooking and sewing in the grades. 

The report at the close of the school year in June 
showed a total registration of 91 boys and 99 girls, an 
average membership of 169; an average attendance of 
156; anda per cent of attendance of 92.26. The nuin- 
ber of instances of tardiness, 306 is excessive. A 
ereat effort should be made to reduce this number. 

During the fiscal year the superintendent has 
made 156 visits in schools.
